There are more and bigger 


,,f stores. At first glance there 


seem to be more and better 
goods in the stores, and in some 
respects this is true. It also ap- 
pears that there are more peo- 
ple with money to spend in the 
stores. 


However, behind all the out- 


ward glitter there is much that 
Is the same as ever before. A 
prolonged walk in any one of the 
cities now open to foreigners 
suggests that the consumer is 
not much better off than was his 
•father. It suggests that the par- 
ty isn't particularly interested 
in the consumer or in anything 
much besides retaining its own 
position as a ruling elite. 


Goods in the stores remain 


mostly shoddy and outrageously 
expensive. Soviet production for 
the consumer side still strikes

ble" status without being draft, 
ed, he cannot be inducted in fol- 
lowing years unless the prime 
groups that follow are complete" 
ly called. 


Each man remains subject to 


the draft until he reaches age 
26. But each year he steps down 
automatically into a progres- 
sively less vulnerable category. 


If a man is deferred or ex- 


empt, 
however, during 
his 


group's prime year, he must 
face a prime year of his own if 
and when he becomes 1-A, tak- 
ing his place in line with his 
original lottery number. 


Last December's lottery was 


followed by charges from some 
mathematicians that the dates 
that were drawn, in a simple 
one-two-three order, were Insuf- 
ficiently mixed. It was alleged 
that the result was biased 
against men with birthdays late 
in the year. 


To avoid any such doubts this 


time, Selective Service officials 
took careful precautions to 
scramble both dates and num- 
bers separately.

Hospital 
Bill Veto

Twenty-three Republicans, 
including GOP Leader Hugh 
Scott, joined 53 Democrats in 
the Senate override. 


The Nixon administration has 


been trying to phase out the 
Hill-Burton program of direct 
grants and replace it with a pro- 
gram of guaranteed loans. 


But the bill Congress has en- 


acted over Nixon's opposition 
authorizes $1.26 billion in grants 
over the next three years, some 
$350 over budget requests. 


It does include a provision for 


$1.5 billion in guaranteed loans 
but for the first time it requires 
the President to spend the grant 
money. 


This prevents him from just 


ignoring it, which past chief ex- 
ecutives had done. 


When he vetoed the bill last

1500 million tax increase.

It was the second time in the 


state's 12(Kyear history that Cal- 
ifornia started the new fiscal 
year without a budget. The first 
time was one year ago, when 
legislative Democrats held out

Temporary 
Debt Ceiling 
395 Billion 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress has completed action on a 
bill raising the temporary na- 
tional debt ceiling to $395 billion 
and making the permanent ceil- 
ing $380 billion. 


The Senate passed the meas- 


ure Monday night. It now goes 
to President Nixon for his ex- 
pected signature. The old per- 
manent ceiling was $365 billion 
—$15 billion under the new top. 


By raising 
the 
temporary 


ceilng to $395 billion it now will 
be possible for the government 
to borrow money it says is need- 
ed to pay bills. The temporary 
ceiling will remain in effect to 
June 30, 1971 and then revert to 
the permanent $380 billion fig- 
ure. 


Secretary of the Treasury Da- 


vid M. Kennedy told the Senate 
Finance Committee last week 
that the debt would likely reach 
$370 billion today. He said then 
that failure to approve the in- 
crease would mean that the gov- 
ernment would be unable to re- 
fund any maturing debt or incur 
new debt. 


The Senate, before passing 


the bill to increase the ceiling 64 
to 19, defeated an amendment 
that would have suspended the 
$12,500 annual pay increase that 
the 535 members of Congress 
voted themselves a year ago. 
Their annual pay now totals 
$42,500.

12 months for gasoline-bomb of- 
fenses. 


In cases tried by jury, the 


minimum for a gasoline-bomb 
offense is two years in jail. 


The bill was expected to re- 


ceive approval from 
British 


Governor-General Lord Grey to- 
day, becoming law before five 
parades tonight planned by the 
military Protestant Orange Or- 
der. Orange parades often set 
off fighting between Protestants 
and Roman Catholics, and to- 
night's marches come after a 
weekend of Protestant-Catholic 
street fighting in which six per- 
sons were killed and more than 
200 injured. 


The Orange Order raised the 


threat of Protestant vigilantes, 
on the order of the B-Special 
Constabulary 
disbanded after 


last summer's religious war- 
fare. In a warning today, the or- 
der said if security forces ap- 
pear to lose control of the situa- 
tion, "Ulstermen 
will 
rally 


again as they did in bygone 
days to maintain the welfare of 
the province and the welfare of 
their homes." 


Meanwhile, truckloads of Brit- 


ish troops fired tear gas to dis- 
perse a crowd of about 100 ia a 
mixed Protestant-Catholic area 
in East Belfast.

ANSWER: No. The present 


law does not permit Medicare 
coverage for anyone under age 
65. 


QUESTION: Recently I broke 


my arm and the doctor told me I 
will be off work for three or four 


, months. I have no other income. 


: Will I be able to draw social 


security while I'm disabled? 


ANSWER: No. The law states 


that to qualify for disability 
benefits, the disability must be 
expected to continue for at least 
twelve months. 


QUESTION: 
I am fifty-five 


years old and am now unable to 
to work. My doctor tells me that 
I will not be able to work for two 
years. 
If I receive disability 


benefits will that cause me to 
receive reduced benefits when I 
reach retirement age at 65? 


ANSWER: No, If you quality 


for disability payments, these 
benefits will in no way reduce 
your retirement benefits. 


QUESTION: My husband is 69 


years old and is not able to do 
any work.

But there is the serious side

"We're delighted to be able to 


put in a surface that will do 
away with periodical $30,000 re 
sodding jobs, eliminate costly 
maintenance and reduce knee 
and ankle In juries." 


And between the light side 


and the serious side, there is the 
realistic side too—as put by a 
spokesman for TCU: 


"It's 
just the coming thing. 


It's a necessity because every 
body's doing It. We're just keep 
Ing up with (ho Joneses." 


The Joneses are going for syn 


thetic surfaces for their football 
fields at a startling rate. Seven 
professional 
fields and more 


than 30 college stadiums either 
have Installed 
the manmade 


grass the athletes call modsod 
or have contracted to make the 
conversion for the 1970season. 


The boom stems from the fact 


that artificial surfaces are more 
durable and more resistant to 
inclement weather than grass. 
The major element in that is 
uniformity of conditions, and po- 
tentially a more exciting game 
for the fajis. 


"You'll see a harder hitting 


football 
game here at 
Pitts- 


burgh now," says center Ray 
Mansfield of the pro Steelers, 
"because you can get more 
traction on the surface." 


"The turf helps the team with 


speed," 
says 
Coach

Daugherty of Michigan State, 
"and we haven't been recruiting 
any slow players." "We have 
adopted an offense that Is more 
wide 
open," says 
Oklahoma 


Coach Chuck Fairbanks. "Insur- 
ing that we will have sure foot- 
Ing will bf- to our advantage." 


Harder hitting, more speed, a 


wide-open game—those are the 
prospects for football 
In the 


1970s on fields carpeted with 
synthetic surfaces. 


It also may solve a major 


problem in pro football-major 
league baseball relations— the 
problem of stadium availability 
where there Is dual occupancy. 
Usually the pro football team Is 
barred from stadium use until 
the baseball season ends. But 
artificial turf may change that. 


Since a pro football team can 


not rip up the durable nylon 
threads of the synthetic surface, 
a football game could be played 
right before a baseball game 
without damage to the field. 
That would significantly reduce 
pro football's scheduling prob- 
lems. 


But of all the contributions 


nioddsod may make to football 
the most significant could be In 
the reduction of injuries. 


While surveys made so far 


are inconclusive there is some 
evidence that the incidence of 
major injury is reduced on arti- 
ficial surfaces, although miny 
players, college and pro, com- 
plain of skid burns and Astro 
Toe-bruises on the big toe.

LITTLE ROCK, JUNE 26- 


During the last meeting of the 
Commission 
the 
regulation 


concerning gigging of scaled 
rough fish was changed and the 
season was lengthened so that 
rough fish—especially carp- 
could be taken during the 
overflow periods of late spring. 
The new season will run from 
Dec. 1 through May 31 only and 
from sunrise to sunset. For- 
merly, the season ended Jan. 31. 


During the October meeting 


the rough fish gigging season 
was experimentally opened year 
around, from sunrise to midnight 
on South Sylamore 
Creek in 


Stone County from Highway 14 
bridge upstream and also on 
Devil's Fork of Little Red River 
above Greers Ferry Lake, 
starting at the junction of 
Raccoon Creek and Beech Fork 
Creek upstream on both forks. 


Other 
new laws recently 


initiated by the Commission are: 


"It shall be unlawful for any 


person, firm, partnership, or 
corporation to engage In raising 
any fish in confinement in any of 
the public waters of the state 
without first registering with the 
Arkansas 
Game and Fish 


Commission, and any such un- 
dertaking shall be under the 
same regulations penalty: $50 to 
$500." 


"Unlawful to take deer by the 


use of any rim-fire rifle, or any 
full metal case or mitary rifle 
ammunition, and 410 shotguns 
legal only with rifled slugs. 


Penalty: $50 to $300." 


"Unlawful 
for 
any non- 


resident to fish for commercial 
purposes, or to assist in com- 
mercial fishing except in the St. 
Francis River where it is the 
boundary line between Arkansas 
and Missouri; in the Red River 
where its south bank is the 
boundary line between Arkansas 
and Texas; and in the Miss. 
River and adjacent state-line 
lakes between Arkansas and 
Tennessee 
and 
between 


Arkansas and Mississippi. Sport 
fishing license is required in 
addition to tackle license. 
Penalty: $50 to $300." 
The new laws are 
effective 


immediately. 


Fish Culturlst Hired 
LONOKE-John David Cloud, 


23-year-old graduate of Ouachita 
Baptist College, has been em- 
ployed by the 
Commission's 


Fisheries Division as an ad- 
vanced fish culturist. Cloud, who 
graduated 
from college only 


recently, was previously em- 
ployed as a parttime biology 
technician with the Texas Parks 
and Wildlife Commission. He is 
presently undergoing training at 
the Joe Hogan State Fish Hat- 
chery in Lonoke. 


New Wildlife Area 
CLINTON-The Game and 


Fish Commission owns several 
wildlife management areas 
across the state and is constantly 
working to improve the habitat 
for the resident game. This work 
takes the form of developing 
watering holes and making 


wildlife 
openings 
that 
are 


planted in grasses to help carry- 
game species through winter. 
Thus, once the land is bought 
there is usually plenty of work 
ahead. 


One exception to this usual 


pattern is the new Van 
Buren 


County Wildlife Management 
Area, a 6,000-acre tract recently 
purchased by the Commission. 
This new area contained a large 
number of openings sowed in 
Bahia grass when it was pur- 
chased, and a good number of 
year-around watering 
holes 


existed. These built-in benefits, 
coupled with low land costs and 
its location, prompted 
the 


Commission to agree to purchase 
the land. 


Covering an area five miles 


deep and three miles wide, the 
new management area is located 
due west of Scotland and south of 
Alread and between State High- 
ways 16 and 389. The South Fork 
of Little Red River runs through 
the center portion of the area, 
while the western edge borders 
the Ozark National Forest.

Air Conditioning 
Not Unmixed Blessing 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Air conditioning is not an 


unmixed blessing. In mod- 
eration it is a boon, espe- 
cially to p e r s o n s with a 
heart disease, but nose and 
throat specialists have found 
that sudden chilling on enter- 
ing an air-conditioned build- 
ing aggravates chronic sinus- 
itis. The victims often at- 
tribute their discomfort to 
an unidentified allergy but 
a v o i d a n c e of e x t r e m e 
c h a n g e s in the environ- 
mental temperature leads ig 
a marked improvement. 


If you can't escape air- 


conditioned surroundings, it 
is helpful to avoid being in 
a direct draft from the ap- 
paratus. Women should wear 
a shawl or sweater when in 
a greatly cooled room. 


Authorities 
recommend 


that the indoor temperature 
be cooled to not more than 
five or 10 degrees below the 
outdoor reading. On very hot 
days, however, if you are 
still hot 30 m i n u t e s after 
coming i n d o o r s , you can 
safely increase the air con- 
ditioning.

Prison Escapes Part 
off Plot to Extract 
More Tax, Is Charge 


JONESBORO, Ark. (AP) - 


Prosecutor Gerald Pearson of 
Jonesboro says the laxity of the 
Arkansas prison administration^ 
permits numerous escapes and* 
that this is "a deliberate action 
to panic the legislature into ap- 
propriating millions of dollars 
to 
further 
their 
efforts 
at 


coddling of prisoners." 


Pearson made the statement 


Monday in a speech to the 
Jonesboro Lions Club. 


"I don't know what we could 


do to keep them (the prisoners) 
from leaving," said Correction 
Commissioner C. Robert Sarver 


when asked about Pearson's re- 
marks. "There are no fences, 
no walls. It doesn't take any in- 
genuity to run. 


"Any 
pressure brought to 


bear has been brought to bear 
by the federal court," Sarver 
said. He was referring to a 
February decision in which the 
court ruled that the trusty sys- 
tem at the prison was uncon- 
stitutional. 


Sarver said Pearson's state- 


ment was "not a very enlight- 
ened comment." 


Pearson, charging that the 


forces of "extreme liberalism"

are in control of the prisons, 
said Act 50 of the 1968 special 
session contained the most lib- 
eral parole and release pro- 
vision in the country. 


"It was probably the greatest 


blow ever struck at law and or- 
der 
in Arkansas," 
Pearson 


said. He said the bill permits 
an inmate to be paroled after 
serving one-third of his sen- 
tence and makes additional al- 
lowances for good behavior. 


"Habitual criminals and kill- 


ers are being released after 
short periods of confinement 
and 75 per cent of them will re- 
turn to prison in a relatively 
short time," Pearson said. 


The prosecutor also attacked 


the furlough policies of the pris- 
on. He referred specifically to 
the case of William Gowdy, 
who was convicted of first-de- 
gree.^ nnfrder^tip 
Crittendeo. •• 


County and given a furlough 
less than a year later. 


Sarver has taken the blame 


in the Gowdy incident. 


Sarver said that while Gowdy 


was in prison his wife moved 
to Dumas and that Mrs. Gowdy 
called the prison recently to 
say that one of Gowdy's two 
children was seriously ill. Gow- 
day was granted an emergency 
furlough from which he never 
returned. A check showed that 
Mrs. Gowdy is no longer a resi- 
dent of Dumas. 


"That was my fault," Sarver 


said 
today. "The rules 
are 


pretty sound. I just didn't fol- 
low them and got my finger 
burned." 


Sarver also said he probably 


will not terminate the practice 
of giving furloughs. 


"I don't want to eliminate it, 


and 1 won't, unless there are 
extreme abuses," he said. 
"We've got to tighten it up 
more. We already were operat- 
ing pretty tightly, but now it's 
doubly so." 


Sarver mentioned the possi- 


bility of canceling the practice 
of furloughs after several pris- 
oners failed to return to con- 
finement 
when released 
for 


brief periods. 


Since January, a total of 60 


furloughs have been granted, 
and six inmates did not come 
back, Sarver said. Of the six, 
two were on emergency fur- 
loughs 
and 
four 
were 
on 


meritorious furloughs. 


Pearson also charged that 


Sarver had refused to ask for 
the FBI's aid in the Gowdy 
case. 


"The FBI has been in the 


case for several weeks," Sar- 
ver said. "They would not get 
in it the first day because we 
were not sure interstate flight 
was involved."

The report says large num- 


bers of elementary school teach- 
ers have never been taught to 
teach reading effectively. 


It adds that most high school 


teachers have 
never had a 


course in reading although they 
are confronted daily with stu- 
dents with reading deficiencies. 


The report urges more indivi- 


dualized classroom instruction, 
remedial classes and home tu- 
toring. 


The NEA convention, which 


runs until July 6, focused today 
on the Association of Classroom 
Teachers, an organization with- 
in the NEA composed of 900,000 
classroom teachers. 


The main NEA Representa- 


tive Assembly, with 7,000 dele- 
gates participating, gets under 
way Friday morning. It may be 
faced with a touchy racial prob- 
lem involving the predominant- 
ly white North Carolina Educa- 
tion Association and the pre- 
dominantly black North Caro- 
lina Teachers Association.

LITTLh, HUCK (AP) — Dr. 


Max Milam, director of the 
state 
Administration 
Depart- 


ment said Tuesday that prelim- 
inary figures show that general 
revenues will be more than 
enough to fund the Revenue 
Stabilization Act for the fiscal 
year that ended Tuesday. 


Milam had said last week 


that revenues might fall $500,- 
000 below the amount needed to 
fully fund the act. 


Milam said there would be 


enough money on hand to pay 
the $224,083,274 required of al- 
lotments A and B of the act. He 
said $655,599 would be left over 
for construction in the fiscal 
year. 


The Revenue Stablization Act 


is enacted by the legislature to 
determine the distribution of 
general revenues. 


The figures released Tuesday 


by Milam are based on state 
Revenue Department reports. 
They will be checked against 
figures of the state treasurer. 


The money to fully fund allot- 


ments A and B will actually fall 
$1,591,790 short, but the deficit 
will be made up by taking mon- 
ey from funds that have accu- 
mulated in the state construc- 
tion fund this fiscal year. 


The legislature had set aside 


1 per cent of general revenues 
for construction, but provided 
that this money could be trans- 
ferred to fund allotments A and 
B if it were needed. 


The $655,599 left for construc- 


tion will be distributed $217,000 
for state Capitol repairs, $21,- 
500 for highway tourist bureaus, 
$150,000 for the maximum secu- 
rity unit at the Boys Training 
School at Wrightsville, $75,000 
for a reception and reclassifica- 
tion center at the Girls Train- 
ing School at Alexander, $100,- 
000 for vocational - technical 
school construction and $38,000 
for an armory at Charleston. 


The legislature set up the pri- 


orities for construction. The re- 
maining $54,099 was scheduled 
to be applied to another $100,- 
000 for vocational - technical 
school construction. 


Total general revenues for the 


fiscal year, according to the 
preliminary figures, was $239,- 
773,723. From this money, $7.8 
million was set aside for tax re- 
funds, $6,959,212 for the consti- 
tutional and fiscal agencies and 
$275,638 for the constitutional 
convention. 


Beef Imports 
Up, But No 
Price Relief 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon 
administration 
has 


opened the door a little wider 
for increased imports of meat, 
but the unprecedented move is 
not expected to alter hamburger 
prices much. 


About 78 million pounds of ad- 


ditional meat will be allowed in 
the United States this year un- 
der the action announced Tues- 
day by Agriculture Secretary 
Clifford M. Hardin. 


Cattlemen were pleased the 


increase was not larger and 
Hardin himself said the extra 
meat would do little to ease re- 
tail prices for consumers. 


Most of the imported meat is 


beef from Australia and New 
Zealand. A large share of the in- 
crease already has arrived in 
the United States, Hardin told a 
news conference. 


The administration had been 


under 
pressure 
for 
many 


months from consumer interests 
to make more imported meat 
available to help head off the 
kind of-retail price crunch that 
hit housewives last summer. 


Government statisticians say 


the average 
over-the-counter 


price of hamburger was 66.3 
cents a pound in April and 66.7 
cents in May. The price was 61.2 
cents in May 1969. 


But Hardin said the boosts in 


meat imports just won't be 
enough to stem any increase in 
consumer costs.

Bill Heads 
for Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


administration-backed bill 
to 


authorize $3.2 billion for state 
and local law enforcement head- 
ed today 
for 
sure passage 


in the Senate after the House 
approved it 342-2. 


One-quarter of the 
funds— 


which would be spread over 
three years—would go to im- 
prove jails and prisons. 


Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 


has called the bill the adminis- 
tration's major program to re- 
duce lawlessness, although the 
expanding program was begun 
in the previous administration. 


The bill, which the House 


passed Tuesday, would author- 
ize $650 million for the fiscal 
year starting today, $1 billion 
for fiscal 1972, and $1.5 billion 
for 1973. Actual appropriations 
might be less. 


Local agencies would have to 


put up some of their own money 
to qualify for federal grants, 
and states must put up 25 per 
cent of the local share. 


State governments—often crit- 


icized as favoring rural areas 
over cities—will distribute the 
funds, but must allocate "ade- 
quate" money to high-crime cit- 
ies. 


Self-Help 
Watchword 
for Asia 
MANILA (AP) - U.S. Secre- 


tary of State William Rogers ar- 
rived in Manila today for a 
meeting of the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization and said 
self-reliance has become the 
keynote for the area's nations— 
including those beset by war in 
Indochina. 


"Asians are seeking through 


self-help and regional coopera- 
tion to apply Asian solutions to 
Asian problems," said Rogers 
in an airport statement. 


"We are glad to see Asian 


members of SEATO in the fore- 
front of this important develop- 
ment," he added, referring to 
the Philippines, Thailand, and 
Pakistan. 


"SEATO has played a vital 


role in helping to maintain the 
shield to protect the free coun- 
tries of East Asia against Com- 
munist 
aggression," 
Rogers 


continued. "Behind this shield 
there has 
been 
remarkable 


growth. 


"It will be the purpose of our 


conference which starts here in 
Manila tomorrow to discuss how 
the SEATO nations can continue 
to play a constructive role in 
maintaining the peace and ad- 
vancing the development and 
well-being of the people of this 
area." 


Rogers noted that President 


Nixon had reaffirmed that the 
United States would 
remain 


faithful to its commitments to 
friends and allies. He said the 
United States was proud of its 
participation in SEATO and its 
membership in the Pacific com- 
munity. 


But he strongly emphasized 


the theme of self-help and re- 
gional cooperation which Nixon 
made an important part of his 
Guam Doctrine last year. 


The Guam Doctrine and its 


application is one of the key 
questions to.be discussed when 
fee SEATO ministers open their 


annual meeting Thursday.
